mouth look is very important. 
This is part of the appearance 
he presents to other people; 
appearance and smile are im­ 
portant in the business and 
the social world. Teen-agers 
are especially conscious of 
and sensitive about their ap­ 
pearance. Sometimes crowd­ 
ed, irregular, "crooked" or 
protruding teeth are the 
cause of a serious emotional 
problem.

HEALTH PROBLEM
A health problem is also 

involved. Failure of the teeth 
to meet properly may inter­ 
fere with chewing. This may 
prevent the individual from 
eating the foods necessary for 
adequate nutrition. Food par­ 
ticles lodge more readily be­ 
tween teeth that are not in 
their proper position, and 
teeth that overlap or are 
crowded are much more diffi­ 
cult to clean. Food particles 
retained between the teeth 
and near the gums lead to 
tooth decay and diseases of 
the gums.

AT WHAT AGE SHOULD 
ORT'II ODONTIC 
TREATMENT BE START- 
ED?

This is something that has 
to be decided on an indivi­ 
dual basis by an orthidontist, 
a dentist, who is a specialist 
in this field. There is no one 
right age for everyone; the 
nature of the difficulty deter­ 
mines when treatment should 
begin.

Sometimes adults are dis­ 
tressed because they have ir­ 
regular teeth but think noth­ 
ing can be done, since they 
did not receive orthodontic 
treatment as children. In 
many such cases, however, 
some improvement still is 
possible with the proper 
treatment.
HOW LONG DOES OR­ 

THODONTIC TREATMENT 
TAKE?

It can take from six months 
to two years or more, depend­ 
ing upon the severity of the 
condition.

DO ORTHODONTIC AP 
PLIANCES CAUSE THE 
TEETH TO DECAY?

Actually, a well cementec 
band protects that portion o 
the teeth which is coverec 
However, food particles are 
more likely to be lodged ir 
the mouth when an appliance 
is worn. It is most importan 
that the appliance and th< 
teeth be kept ^crupulousl.i 
clean, to protect the exposec 
surfaces of The teeth from 
decay. Orthodontic treatmen 
usually leaves the teeth 
gums and supporting bon 
structure in a healthier condi 
tion than they were befor 
treatment.
